Steel Plant to 
Use Natural Gas 


Harrisburg, July 12 (AP)—A bit­ 
terly-contested 
application 
of 
the 
Manufacturers Light and Heat com ­ 
pany, of Pittsburgh, to supply nat­ 
ural gas to the Lukens Steel com ­ 
pany at Coatesville carried the ap­ 
proval today of the Public Utility 
commission. 
The commission granted permis­ 
sion to the steel plant to connect up 
with the main feeder line of the 
Pittsburgh utility, a subsidiary of 
the Columbia Gas and Electric chain, 
in East Fallowfield township. C hes­ 
ter county. 
It was the first commission order 
to allow extension of natural gas 
in territory traditionally served by 
coal since Governor Earle ordered 
the commission to halt the Ingress 
of gas fuel into the coal markets. 
Representatives of Lukens steel, 
seeking to substitute gas for fuel 
oil now, estim ated it would result in 
an annual saving of $250,000, a better 
competitive situation for the Coates­ 
ville plant, and increased business. 
The commission's order specified 
that the gas be used solely by the 
steel company for commercial pur­ 
poses in its Coatesville plant, and 
emphasized that its action was not 
to be taken as a reversal of its pol­ 
icy of refusing to permit substitu­ 
tion of native coal by natural gas.

HENRY D. THOREAU 
T IS rare heritage which we have in those who attracted scant attention 
while they lived, but who loom big and large after their earthly labors 
are no mole. Thoreau, the child of Nature, is an outstanding example. 
Thoreau was educated at H arvard, taught school for a time, became 
the intim ate to such men as Hawthorne. Emerson. Alcott, and others, 
whose names also live. 
Here was a man, however, who cared nothing 
I or m aterial gain. 
He repudiated the idea of getting a living out of 
m anual labor and special occupations, preferring to live close to Nature. 
to study its life in every form and to gain the thrill that comes from 
discovery and observation in the fields, forests, streams, and the blue sky. 
He was fam iliar with beast, fowl, reptile, flower, cloud—every confii- 
bution th a t N ature gives to man. 
These were his friends. 
He studied 
the form ation of the clouds, and felt th a t they spoke a poem to him. 
The most insignificant flower was his friend. He loved Indian life, largely 
because the Indians, too. were the inhabitants of Nature. 
As he walked over newly ploughed fields, his eyes were upon the ground, 
from which he often picked up an Indian arrow, or some other contri­ 
bution of the soil. 
But. best of all, he seemed gifted with th a t rare in­ 
heritance of expression which enabled him to transfer all his love into 
words and then into books, so th a t the entire world m ight be inspired 
by his thoughts. 
Thoreau was a healthy hum an being, in mind and heart, and his con- 
tribytions to literature will long live because of their accuracy, whole­ 
someness, and beauty. 
D uring these days, to read T horeau^ "W alden,” "The Maine Woods,” 
or to pick up his book on his travels in Canada, or his contributions on 
life and nature, is to be inspired anew. 
The world is m ade richer by 
such writers as Thoreau, and he should be read and re-read. There are 
too few Thoreaus in this world,
